men capable of exercising the good 
judgment in numerous other things 
they did or reft’ ed to do, could jeop 
; rdize their fair fame by 
such

folly as voting themselves free trans­ 
portation at the expense of private 
business, will doubtless always re­ 
main one of the unsolved mysteries 
of Texas' political history, 
indeed, 
they owe Mis. Ferguson a debt of 
gratitude for protecting them from 
the consequences of their own folly. 


BRIBER V OF THE STATES 


President Coolidge, 
in discussing 
t h e b u d g e t , attacked t h e .system o f 
Congress g iv in g federal aid to states, 
conditioned upon the state legislature 
or the people voting as much more 
money for the project. 
He pointed out that estimates were 
called for more than 
$109,000,000 
for highways, boats, naval and har­ 
bor improvements, naval bases and 
even 
fortifications, 
providing 
the 
states raised as much more money. 
As a m atter of fact, no more per­ 
nicious system of doubling up ap­ 
pt opriations and burdening the peo- 
nle with high taxes and bond issues, 
has ever been invented. 
It is employed extensively in fram ­ 
ing so-called uplift legislation, agri­ 
cultural college and state university 
extension work, giving so much to 
each state or county if the state or 
county will raise as much more. 
It is a system that, once inaugur­ 
ated. leaves the states and their sub­ 
divisions helpless against the pressui e 
and demands of paternalistic offical- 
ism, that wants to spend money. 
President Coolidge spoke of this 
system of federal subsidies 
while 
other authorities use stronger terms 
such as “ bribery” 
and 
“political 
hijacking.** 
Under one of these laws, the fed­ 
eral government sent the governor 
of Maine $5,000 to spend on m ater­ 
nity care in one city and he promptly 
returned the check with a letter that 
is a classic. 
, Massachussets refused similar ap- 
~*riations from the federal govern­ 
ment showing that for every dollar 
received, it took $18 additional taxes 
out of the people.— Selected.

The 39th Texas Legislature that 
recently closed its regular session at 
Austin made a mo.;t 
commendable 
and unusual rccor3 in 
three par­ 
ticular^ 
it passed the general ap 
propriation • bills at its first session, 
it levied no new taxes and it created 
no new offices. 
In these particulars 
the 39th Legislature will go down in 
Texas history as having set three 
worthy precedents deserving of emu­ 
lation by future sessions 
of 
that 
body. 
FARMING believes in giving 
credit to whom credit is due 
and 
cheerfully accords the 
Legislature 
recently adjourned this 
meed 
of 
praise and commendation. 


The Thirty-ninth Texas 
Legisla­ 
ture, through its passage of the so­ 
called amnesty bill, did 
what 
it 
could to remove the stigma wrong­ 
fully placed on Jim Ferguson’s name 
by a previous Legislature. 
In doing 
so, it accomplished 
the 
expressed 
wishes of all fair-minded people of 
Texas, and consummated the desire 
of a hundred and fifty thousand stal­ 
wart Texans, who through the dark­ 
est hours of discouragement, stood 
as a solid phalanx in the demand 
that the wrong be righted. 
It is 
regrettable that in thus making res­ 
titution to one who had been wrong­ 
ed, there should be a 
difference of 
opinion as to the strict compliance 
with legal technicality. 
But when 
one reflects that most of this objec­ 
tion came from those who at heart 
did not want to see him vindicated, 
it serves but as a reminder of the 
cowardly vindictiveness

has 
pursued the man, and is an earnest

The transfer of the functions and 
duties of the Warehouse and Market­

ful step in the movement to concen­ 
trate all of the administrative func­ 
tions of the State under the adminis­ 
tration of the State’s elective Commis­ 
sioner of Agriculture. 
The

step should be the transfer of the

Sanitary 
Board to that Department and thus 
eliminate an expensive and 
useless 
Commission. 
Feed control should be 
transferred to that Department and 
the A. & M. College thereby restored 
to its legitimate and normal function 
• if teaching school. 
The foul brood 
lav administration should be trans­ 
ferred to that Department and our 
great Experiment 
Station 
system 
made to function wholly in its le­ 
gitimate sphere of experimentation. 
And so on should the good movement 
continue until every 
governmental 
agency in this great 
agricultural 
empire of Texas is made to knuw and 
keep its rightful place, there to func­ 
tion to its utmost capacity, and the 
whole he made to correlate as one 
vast system in efficient and useful co­ 
operation. 
Then, and not until then, 
will Texas come into a full realiza­ 
tion of her marvelous 
agricultural 
possibilities; then, and not until then, 
will the taxpayers get

service
